Chorus of 120,000 Sings 
At Schubert Festival 


Vienna, Where Composgr Died Penniless at 
32 at Century Ago, Pays Unrivaled 
Tribute to His Genius. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, July 20.—One hundred 
and twenty thousand voices, sing- 
ing unaccompanied and formir;s 
the largest chorus ever assembled, 
today paid a mighty tribute to 
Franz Peter Schubert. One hun- 
dred years ago Schubert, then only 


32 years old, died in Vienna, leav- 
ing not even a dollar for his burial, 
but bequeathing the world nearly 
600 beautiful melodies. Four days 
will be devoted to the celebration. 


000 people, Austria ignored his 
genius. Today, as a republic of 
6,000,000 people, Austria honored 
him as no composer in the world 
was ever honored before. 

The celebrations in eulogy of his 
life, art and genius were more than 
national in character, Singers came 
from many countries, including 
60,000 from Germany and a big 
delegation from the United States. 
The International Federation of 
Mixed Choirs, which holds its in- 
ternational festivals only every 
four years, dedicated its entire five- 
day meeting to the memory of 
Schubert.

An enormous concert hall was! 


especially conctructed for the chor- 
alists. Thisimmense structure iwll 
tomorrow be useless and will be 
demolished. 

The only surviving male relative 
of the brilliant composer, his 65- 
year-old grand-nephew, Johann 
Stupoeck, occupied a place of hon- 
or on the platform. 
the musical genius of the man who 
had to beg to keep body and soul 


together, were an old, battered 
pianoforte, on = which Schubert 
worked out many masterpieces, 


and a dilapidated harpsichord on 
which he played to his 13 brothers 
and sisters. Many Americans were 
in the assemblage, including Al- 
bert H. Washburn, the American 
Minister, and his wife. 

Not since mobilization of the 
troops in 1914 has Vienna seen 
such big crowds. A large group of 
German choristers caused a stir 
by marching through Vienna’s ex-

The girl’s 
father, a New York Central ‘Rail- 
road agent, said he felt that the 
novelist mizht have “something to 
explain’ which would help clear 
up the mystery. 

Bodenheim, rolice found, check- 
ed out from the hotel where the 
girl visited him, on Tuesday and 
his publishers said they had not 
been able to reach him since. Both 
Miss Novotny and Miss Drew’s par- 
ents said that Bodenheim had been 
helping the girl with her’ writing 
and that she had seemed dejected 
over criticisms he had made of her 
work. 

Miss Novotny said she and Miss 
Drew attended Cooper Union seven 
years ago, to study commercial art. 
A week ago Tuesday. she said, Miss 
Drew telephoned her she had had 
‘a stroke of fortune.” “A promi 
nent novelist’ was going to aid 
her with her writing. 

Two days later, according to Miss 
Novotny’'s story, Miss Drew called 
her again, saying the novelist, Bo- 
denheim, had severely criticised her 
work, disagreeing with her opinion 
that she had her own style of writ- 


ing. 
The day after Miss Drew disap- 
peared her father and ~- brother 


called at Bodenheim’s hotel, but he 
was out. When he returned 9x 
Tuesday and was told of the visit, 
hotel officials said, he asked about 
the appearance. of his callers and 
then checked out, saying he ~ -:'s 
going to the Grand Central Termi- 
nal. 

Miss Drew’s mother said that 
Sunday night the girl left tLe 
house with several rejected manu- 
scripts, saying that Bodenheim was 
roing to criticifse them for her. The 
hotel clerk said the girl called on 
the novelist and left unaccompa- 
nied soon after midnight. Mrs. 
Drew was sure that her daughter 
did not plan suicide, because they 
had arranged to go shopping to- 
gether the next day and the daug!:- 
ter laid out the clothes she intend- 
ed to wear. 

Early this year Bodenheim re- 
ceived wide newspaper notice 
when he and his publishers were 
tried on a charge of issuing an in- 
decent book. The entire book, Bo- 
denheim’s “Replenishing Jessica,” 
was read to the jury and all the 
defendants were acquitted. 

No charges were laid against the 
novelist, police made plain, and Ae 
was wanted for questioning sole'ty 
on the chance that Miss Drew 
might have said something to him 
in conversation which would heip 
clear up the mystery of her death.

Two children were drowned and 
a 13-year-old boy rescued four 
other children and an adult yes- 
terday afternoon when a party of 
Swimmers foundered in deep wa- 
ter in a slough of the Mississippi 
River just north of the city limits, 

Those drowned were Roy Hell- 
mann, 8 years old, son of Mrs. Mary 
Hellmann, who lives and conducts 
a dry goods store at 2548 Hebert 
street, and Effie Lee’ Anderson, 9 
years old, daughter of Mrs. Del- 
phie Anderson, who has been liv- 
ing with her seven children in a 
tent on the bank of the slough 
since last September, when they 
came from Kansas City. 

The body of the drowned boy 
was recovered. Search is. being 
made for the body of the girl. 

Those who were. rescued were 
Mrs. Anderson and two of her chil- 
dren, Bertha, 11, and Fay, 6, and 
two sisters of -the drowned boy, 
Margaret Hellmann, 14, and Flora 
Hellmann, 11. 

Rescuer Experienced Swimmer. 

The rescuer was Leo Callanan, 
13-year-old son of Mrs. Cornelius 
Callanan, 5088 Geraldine \avenue. 
He was the only experienced swim- 
mer in the party. 

Mrs. Callanan, a sister of Mrs. 
Hellmann, took her son and the 
Hellmann children for an outing 


yesterday and joined Mrs. Ander-

out from a sandy beach, intending 
to stay in shallow water. 

Near the middle of the slough is 
a hole which divers estimated to 
be about 30 feet deep.

All he 
could do was to make certain of the 
identity by comparison of the 
dental work with work that it was 
known Loewenstein had. It was 
considered probable the case would 
be turned over to an examining 
magistrate shortly. 

Loewenstein’s body was placed in 
a casket which had been sent over- 
night from Brussels. A funeral car 
will take the body home as soon as 
the authorities here complete the 

. necessary formalities. 

Mme. Loewenstein was persuad- 
ed not to come to Calais but sent 
her brother and brother-in-law to 
take charge of the ody.

ACCEPTANCE OF KELLOGG PACT 


Tokio’s Reply to Be Sent to American Em- 
bassy Today for Transmission to 
Washington Government. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—All but 


two of the 14 nations to which Sec- 
retary of State Kellogg submitted 
his treaty for the renunciation of 
war formally have

Canada Acceptance Direct.

MacKenzie King, Secretary of Ex- 
ternal Affairs, bespoke briefly the 
attitude of the Canadian Govern- 
ment. Canada, it said, ‘“‘cordially 
accepts the treaty as revised and is 
prepared to participate in its signa- 
ture.’’ 


The British Government's an- 
Swer equally accepts the revised 
treaty, but reiterates the British 


understanding of the terms of the 
pact imsofar as they might affect 
Obligations to the League of Na- 
tions or under the treaty of Lo- 
carno and also with respect to the 
right of self-defense and automatic 
release from obligations to any 
Signatory nation breaking the pact. 
In addition Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain, British Foreign Secretary, re- 
iterates his previous statement that 
Great Britain’s acceptance of the 
new treaty rests “upon the under- 
standing that it does not preju- 
dice’’ her freedom of action in un- 
specified regions “‘of' which the 
welfare and integrity constitute a 

special and vital interest for our 
peace and safety.” 


Takes View of Germany. 


In the British Foreign Secre- 
tary’s note it was recalled that in 
a previous communication he had 
pointed out that respect for League 
and Locarno obligations “was the 
foundation of the policy of the 
Government of this country and 
that they could not agree to any 
treaty which would weal:en or un- 
dermine these engagements.” After 
mature consideration the note add- 
ed, the London Government was 
satisfied that fulfillment of its ob- 
ligations under the League cove- 
nant and the treaty of Locarno was 
not precluded by acceptance of the 
treaty proposed by Secretary Kel- 
logK. 

“They (the British Government) 
concur in the view enunciated by 
the German Government in their 
note of the 27th of April that 
those obligations do not contain 
anything which could conflict with 
the treaty proposed by the United 
Sates Government,” the Chamber- 
lain note continued. 

The previously stated British po- 
sition that if one party to.the pro- 


| posed treaty resorted to war in vio- 


lation of its terms, other parties 
should be released 
from obligations under the treaty 
toward the violating nation, had 


automatically 


been met satisfactorily, the note 
went on, in the stipulation on this 
point inserted in the preamble of 
the revised draft. That stipulation 
denies to any treaty power resort- 
ing to war against another signa- 
tory ‘“‘to promote its national inter- 
ests” all benefits of the treaty. 

The British note asserted ‘“pe- 
culiar satistaction” that all par- 
ties to the Locarno treaty now 
were invited to become original! | 
signatories of the new treaty. It} 
also noted “that it is clearly the 
wish of the United States Govern- 
ment that all members of the 
League should become _ parties 
either by signature or accession.” 
The British-note urges ‘‘a general 
invitation” to all League members 
to adhere. 

Special Regional Interest. 

Coming down to the question of 
special regional interest the Cham- 
berlain note said: 

“As regards the passage in my 
note of the 19th May relating to 
certain regions of which the wel- 
fare' and integrity constitute a 
special and vital interest for our 
peace and safety, I need only re- 
peat that His Majesty’s. Govern- 
ment in Great Britain accept the 
new treaty upon the understand- 
ing that it does not prejudice their 
freedom of action in this respect.” 

The British Foreign Secretary 
said he was in accord with the 
views expressed by Secretary Kel- 
logg in a speech on April 28 as to

OBREGON 


From the New York World. 


O Obregon, more than to any other man, 
T stexice owes the success of the revolu- 

tion which began in 1910 with the over- 
throw of Porfirio Diaz. That revolution 
was no mere quarrel for personal power 
among chieftains and cliques. The* Mexican 
revolution is perhaps the greatest historic 
event that has occurred in Latin-America 
Since the conquest of political independence 
a century ago. For the revolution has 
struck down, possibly forever, the feudal 
System by which a small class of great land- 
lords of Spanish descent, in alliance with 
specially favored foreign interests ruled a 
country of landless peons. When the revo- 
lution began in 1910 not 5 per cent of the 
families of Mexico owned any individual 
property in land. When Diaz was overe- 
thrown the number of those who were land- 
less Was probably greater than at any time 
in the 400 vears since the Spanish conquest, 

Unless this central fact is borne in mind 
the course of events since 1910 in which 
Obregon has played so decisive a part is 
For the career of 
Obregon consisted of 18 years of fearless 
loyalty to the cause of revolution against 
Mexican feudalism. He represented the 
real. revolution, yielding neither to the re- 
actionaries of the Right nor the extremists 
of the Left. He destroyed the counter- 
revolutionist, Huerta. He suppressed Villa. 
He was loyal to Carranza throughout Car- 
ranza’s term of office, but when Carranza 
attempted to perpetuate his- personal power 
he turned on him and drove him out. Dur. 
ing his term as President from 1920 to 1924 
he pacified the country. consolidated the 
victory won on the field of battle and in- 
augurated the policy of reconstruction and 
reform which President Calles had carried 
on. With the passage of time the revolu- 
tionary fervor of the early period has abated 
and many aspects of the earlier revolution- 
ary program have been modified. But the 
essential principle of the revolution against 
Diaz has been maintained intact. The few 
thousand land-owning families who ruled 
Mexico for 400 years no longer rule it. 

7 + . 

The bitterness of this old ruling class has 
been boundless. They have stopped at noth- 
ing from assassination and civil war under 
Huerta to constant and persistent intrigue 
in behalf of American intervention. For 
over I5 years Obregon by his skill as a mili- 
tary commander, his personal courage and 
ascendancy and his loyalty to those who, 
Calles, were loyal to the revolution 
has withstood every attempt inside and out- 
side of Mexico to re-establish the former 
great landlords. By all the standards of 
historical judgment he takes his place in 
the line of patriots with Father Hidalgo and 
with Benito Juarez. He earried forward 
by a decisive step the movement away from 
the inheritance of the Spanish dominion 
which they began. 

It is in this perspective that the career 
of Obregon and the circumstances of mod- 
ern Mexico are to be understood. To meas- 
ure them by our standards evolved out of 
so different a history is to misunderstand 
everything and write one's self down as 
devoid of historical imagination. The great 
controversies with which the name of Obre. 
gon is associated, the controversy over the 
land, over foreign oil concessions and over 
the position of the Catholic church. are 
totally meaningless unless one understands 
that heritage of Spanish feudalism, colonial. 
ism and clericalism against which the revo- 
lution was uprising. 

Until the advent of Ambassador Morrow 
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derstood it and the secret of the spectacular 
improvement in Mexican-American relations 
in the last 10 months lies in the fact that 
at last the two men who ruled Mexico, 
Obregon and Calles, and the spokesman 
of the United States had reached a common 
understanding as to the real character of 
the Mexican revolution. The assassina- 
tion of Obregon confuses the outlook, for 
Mexico urgently needed six years more of 
that kind of internal peace and external co- 
operatien which has prevailed since Mr. 
Morrow went to Mexico City. If Calles 
were the old-fashioned type of Latin-Amer- 
ican dictator he would undoubtedly remain 
President for the term which was to have 
been Obregon’s. But Calles is of a differ- 
ent type, and unless the emergency proves 
to be much greater than there is any reason 
now to anticipate, he will arrange a suc- 
cession and retire in accordance with the 
provisions of the Constitution. 
* * * 


Perhaps the greatest tragedy of Obre- 
gon’s death lies in the fact that no younger 
man is clearly indicated as his successor. 
Had Obregon lived to complete his term 
in 1934 Mexico would have had 14 years 
of uninterrupted civil government. By that 
time the new generation would have been 
ready. But as matters stand, a successor 
must be found among men who have not 
yet had all the experience that is needed 
for so difficult an office as the presidency, 
of Mexico. Nevertheless, there is no ground 
for alarm. Calles is a man of extraordinary 
strength and resolution, who has the full 
confidence of the great mass of the Mexi- 
can people and of the American Govern- 
ment. He can afford to take no risks of 
assassination at this time. For on him de- 
pend the maintenance of order, the preser- 
vation of the conquests of the revolution 
and the peaceable transfer of political 
power to Obregon’s successor.

AMONG TALL HUMAN GROUPS 


Geneva Specialist Attributes Mor- 
tality in London to Large 
Nordic Population, 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 20.—The high- 
est mortality from cancer is to be 
found among the tallest human 
groups, declared Prof. A. Pittard 
of Geneva, before the British Em- 
pire Cancer Conference here today. 
The higher cancer rate in London, 
as compared with New York, must 
be due, said Prof. Pittard, to the 
Nordic

“Although anthropological ree. 
ords in the British Isles are inile- 
quate,” the Swiss specialist said, 
“comparisons show the tallest hu- 
man groups are liable to the high- 
est rates of mortality from cancer. 
Among the European nations, the 
Nordic race appears to be among 
the one which suffers most from 
cancer.”’

Among foods other than milk 
that are most likely to be exposed 
to infection and liable to convey 
typhoid fever are those eaten raw 
or unceghed. Well-cooked food or. 

It is thought to last 
about two years. Of course, any 
special exposure to the infection 
should always be an indication for 
immediate vaccination or revacci- 
nation. It has been shown that the 
typhoid vaccine may be given at 
three-day intervals, or even every 
other day, without affecting the 
protection conferred or increasing 
the severity of the reaction. In 
emergencies, where rapid protec- 
tion is necessary, this procedure 


or milk products, are safe from 
the danger of conveying typhoid 
or other milk-borne or water-borne 
diseases. Of course, any article | 
handled by a carrier of these dis- | 
eases May convey the disease, and 
cooking is no protection, if one 
should be so unfortunate as to 
come in contact with food pre- 
pared or served by such a per- 
son. A “Carrier” of a disease is 
@ person who, although not sick 
with the disease himself, harbors 
and discharges the germs of a par- 
' tiegler disease from his body. The 
part played by the fly in the spread

The natural question arises as 
to how these typhoid germs get 
into water, milk and other foods. 
The answer is simple. They come 
from the’ bowel and kidney dis- 
charges of persons who are suffer- 
ing #rom the disease, or who are 
carriers Of the gerins. Typhoid 
fever~prevalence, therefore, de- 
pends upon insanitary methods in 
respect to the disposal of the body 


wastes of the human being. 


YPHOID germs, or typhoid 
plants if you prefer to call 
them. that, may live for some 
time outside of the body; and in 
milk which is allowed to stand at 


moderate or summer temperature, 
they will increase in large num- 
bers within a few hours, because 


milk is an ideal food for their 
growth, as it is for the growth of 


most. germs. 

It will be understood, of course, 
that these little plants are so small 
that sevéral million of them can 


be spaced very comfortably in a 
@rop of water or milk, or that a 
typhoid carrier might harbor 


enough of them under his finger- 
nail to infect half a dozen peorie. 


Fiiés also carry these germs on 


their feet if they have had the op- 


portunity of getting them on their 


feet 

It must be remembered that 
typhod germs are living, reprou ic- 
ing planta which grow in and dr. 
rive their nourishment from our 
bodies. In their multiplication aud 
growth, they not only take their 
nourishment from our body cells, 
but they proditice poisons, which 
are called “toxins,” that make us 
sick and often kill. This, of course, 
is true of many, in fact, of most, 
disdase germs. | 

The pasteurization, or the boiling 
for.a few minutes, of milk and 
the boiling of water when it is of 
doubtful purity, will remove all 
danger from typhoid fever and 
other water-borne diseases. This 
is an important thing to reniem- 
ber. Not every person who swal- 
lows typhoid gérms has typhoid 
fever; neither does every person 
who comés in contact with poison 
ivy Gevelop an inflammation of the 
skin. Just why this is true, we 
Go not definitely know. 


HE necessity of inoculation 

against typhoid fever should be 

emphasized at this period cf 
the -year. It is especially impor. 
tant that the inoculation be done 
before the vacation period begins.
